Rep. Charles C. Diggs, Jr. (D Mich.) will chair an 
unofficial hearing in Chicago on Saturday (Dec. 20) to 
take testimony on the fatal shooting of two Black 
Panthers during an early morning raid on Dec. 4. 
Black Panthers say that police across the nation have 
killed 28 of their members and jailed many more. One 
sympathetic account states that “20 have been exiled 
from the United States; 98 are currently in jail; and at 
least 27 others are under indictment for various charges.” 
One of several groups looking into police harassment 
of Black Panthers is an ad hoc committee of U. S. 
congressmen that will meet in Chicago. Headed by Rep. 
Charles C. Diggs, Jr. (D Mich.), the all-Negro group 
includes Augustus F. Hawkins (D Calif.), John Conyers 
(D Mich.), Shirley Chisolm (D N.Y.), William L. Clay (D 
Mo.), and Louis Stokes (D Ohio). 
The Black Panthers were formed in 1966 after a series 
of conflicts between Negro youth and the police of 
Oakland, Calif. They began to receive national attention 
after one of their leaders, Huey P. Newton, was charged 
with 
murdering an Oakland policeman. Once the 
Panther’s minister of defense, Newton is now in jail.
